This morning five hundred colored 
strike breakers arrived 
on a special

F. J. Conroy, a well known strike­ 
breaker, and guarded by forty armed 
detectives. 
It is reported the negroes 
will be sworn in as deputy state’s mar­ 
shals and paid $2.50 per day to drive 
the wagons. 
This is

most likely to precipitate disorders. 
Ail available strength of the police de­ 
partment,

men, 
were 
thrown into the struggle this morn­ 
ing. 
Chief O ’ Xeill says there will be 
no temporizing, that traffic must be 
unimpeded, and disorder must 
stop. 
The police will search all suspects for 
Concealed weapons and make arrests 
in every case where found.

Other powers have great col­ 
onies where they can favor their own 
trade, while Germany's colonies are 
few and small, and wherever Germany 
attempts a move int the direction of ex­ 
tension of trade she invariably finds 
opposition from a coalition of the pow 
era.

“For instance Germany was strictly 
neutral during the South African war, 
but so soon as Great Britain was the 
conqueror she introduced a preferen­ 
tial tariff detrimental to Germany.

W h y does the savage lick the dust at the feet of a 
brutal 
king? 
Because he fears that king, and especially because he fears that 
he may lose his share of the slaughtered ox or be excluded from 
other benefits. 
There are millions of such submissive creatures right here in 
the United States looking upon themselves as eminently respectable 
and independent American sovereigns. 
How many Americans are there kneeling humbly at the feet of 
a trust? 
H ow many submit to absolute injustice, year in and year out, 
through fear of losing or diminishing their little share of imme­ 
diate profit and prosperity? 
The little business man, voting to keep the foot of the trusts 
on his neck, is moved by fear. 
The skilled mechanic that votes to let the railroads rule the 
government votes that way because he is afraid. 
If he obeyed his conscience he would vote to have the govern­ 
ment rule the railroads— but the question involves three 
dollars 
a 
day for him, and worry about those three dollars decides his vote. 
H ow much better is he, thinking only of his little profit, than the 
savage kneeling and licking the dust? 
And what aoout the anarchists of the United States? 
An anarchist is a man who doesn’t believe that laws made by 
other men should control him. 
Our really dangerous anarchists are not the men with dirty 
collars, narrow, alcoholic brains, that conspire in cellars and occa­ 
sionally outrage humanity with some dastardly murder. 
Our really dangerous anarchists are 
very 
clean 
and 
very 
sleek. 
They travel on yachts and in private cars. 
They send for senators and congressmen, for judges, govern­ 
ors and mayors and give their orders. 
They are anarchists in the true and exact sense of the 
word 
/ 
because they mean no laws shall apply to them. 
These big anarchists are the owners of trusts, 
of 
railroads, 
gas companies, street car lines. They work against the law and in 
defiance of the law. 
And their able, anarchistic helpers are those 
great 
lawyers, 
the ablest in the country, that sen their convictions and for pay 
undertake to defeat every law that interferes with an 
anarchist 
worth a hundred millions. 
These lawyer anarchists are sometimes used as fighters in the 
courts— sometimes elevated by anarchistic trust power to public of­ 
fice, and then we have anarchy in government or on the 
bench 
where they work in the garb of public service, still owned by the 
anarchistic power that appointed them. 
Can anybody mention a law aimed at the trusts that is actual­ 
ly effective?

The law says that every man shall have a chance in every line 
of effort.. The big anarchist says “ that’s a lie.” 
And in the United States it is a lie. 
Can any man defeat any single anarchist trust? 
Can he manufacture sugar in the face of a trust that controls 
legislation, manufacture, supply and distribution? 
An American citizen cannot even market and sell the oil or 
the coal that he finds on his own land. 
The law says “you shall have an equal chance.” The anarch­ 
ist says “you shall not.”

And the anarchist’s word is the law in reality. 
This is a matter for citizens to think about.

I will have 
to get a bill of particulars to tell how I 
am connected with the case,” Loeb 
said. “The only knowledge I have ot 
Miss Wood is in relation to her p o s i ­ 
tion in the postoffice department and 
the notoriety she brought to herself 
just prior to the marriage of Senator 
Platt, of New York. She called up the 
White House and asked if she could 
slH' me. 
Assistant Secretary Barnes 
talked with her, and as her business 
did not seem to be important I de­ 
clined to see ber. That is all I know 
personally of the woman. 
I am at a 


loss to see where she gets my name 
into the action for damages.” 


Story of the Suit. 
The suit mentioned, in the foregoing 
is a sensational affair. 
The woman 
charges that the defendants had con­ 
spired to and obtained possession of 
a book which she was compiling under 
the title of “The Love Letters of a 
Boss,” which letters, Miss Wood al­ 
leges, were written her by United 
States Senator Thomas C. Platt. 
At 
the time the letters were written, she 
says, she and the senator were 
en 
gaged to be married, but that because 
of the senator’s conduct the engage­ 
ment was “about to be conceled.” Then 
she conceived the idea of publishing 
the letters in book form to earn money 
and as “compensation for the peculiar 
humiliations and persecutions she had 
been subject to.” 
She says that on 
the defendants obtaining knowledge of 
what she was about to do they con­ 
spired to got possession of- the manu­ 
script and did so by force through 
Miller, who was, she says, really a de­ 
tective.
